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INTRODUCTION 


The realisation of the objectives upheld by a welfare State is necTSsarily an inducc- 
mciit to extend Govcrnmeiilal activities over a variety of subjects including undertaking 
new responsibilities for meeting a host of social obligations. The budget of the State is 
a true reflection of totality of efforts on the part of the Government to discharge those 
responsibilities. 

2. In view of the fact that the budget incorporates ma Let iais of wide public inteicst, 
especially in the context of planned developmental efforts, it is but imperative that the 
basic contents of this imporuint document should be presented in a simpler form U) 
make it readily understandable to all. This brochure is an attempt at meeting this require - 
ment. It unfolds, by means of statements and charts, the salient features of the budget 
for the year 1970'71 along with those for 19(19-70, 1968-69, 1965-66, 1960-61, 1955-56 and 
1950-51. To fixeilitate better comprehension of the growth of budgetary transactions 
indices have been worked out for several itt-ms with 1950-51 as the base year. 

3. The estimates of receipts and expenditure for the year 1970-71 shown in the 
brochure are those placed before the Legislative Assembly (March, 1970) and arc subject to 
changes in the course of budget discussions. The figures upto ilie year 1968 69 represent 
actuals while those for 1969-70 and 1970-71 are revised and budget estimates respectively. 

4. With a view to depicting the full ex! cut of Government c.\pendiiure as also to facili- 
tate intcr-Statc comparability the cxpcnditnie has been presented on “gross” Ixasis as ilistinct 
from “net” expenditure shown in Fini ncial Statements which is arrived at alter adjusting 
the recoveries from gross 'Expenditure. However, in order to avoid confusion, both “net” 
and “gross” figures have been presented side by side wherevar felt necessary.

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THE REVENUE BUDGET 
(1970-71) 


During the financial year 1970-71 the Goveiiin cut of Assam expects to receive by way 
of gross revenue a sum of Rs.113‘7 trores as against the total gross outlay cl .arged to revenue 
amounting to Rs.ll3’'l crores. The magnitude of tl.e important components of revenue and 
expenditure are rc-counted in the table below. It can be seen that of the total tax-revenue 
of Rs.49‘1 crores representing 43 per cent of the total revenue, the tax-revenue accruing 
from the Government of India amounts to Rs.lG'b crores, i.e., 1.") per c< nt of the total. On 
the other hand, of the total non-tax revenue atnouming to R.s.(i4*7 crores, the contribution 
from the Government of India accounts for Rs.5()‘3 crores or 4^1 percent of the total. 

Of the total gross revenue outlay amounting to Rs.l 13‘1 crores, Soi ial, Economic and 
Development Services account for 46 per e<‘nt, Givi I Works — Roads, Biiilding.s, Irrigations, 
Embankments, etc., 14 per cent, General Scivices 19 per cent and Miscellaneous 
Services 21 per cent.

Of the three important components of capital expenditure, the Budget for 1970-71 
provides Rs. 24 8 crores for Capita] Outlay, Rs. 122’1 crores for Repayment of Public Debt 
and Rs. 5'5 crores for Loans and Advances by the State Government. 

Capital Receipts — 

The Budget estimates anticipate receipt of Rs.llS‘8 crores fnnn Public Debt and Rs.1'5 
crores from Loans and Advances by the State Government. Rs. 5‘1 crores stand for 
recoveries consisting almost entirely of the receipts on accoimt of State Trading in food- 
grains, etc.

REVENUE RECEIPTS 


The revenue receipts have been steadily increasing. 'Fhe gross receipts in 1970-71 
(budget estimate) stand at Rs, 1 13-7 crores as against Rs. 10*3 crorcs in 1950-5)1. The pro- 
Dortion of t:‘x revenue to total net revenue went down from 65 per cent in 1950-51 to 44 
per cent in 1970-71. Non-tax receipts from Government of India, however, rose from 12 
per cent in 1950-51 to 56 per cent in 1970-71. The share of Central tax which represent- 
ed 14 per cent and 8 per cent of total tax revenue in 1950-51 and 1955-56 respectively 
has stood at 15 percent in 1970-71.

REVENUE RECEIPTS FROM TAXES 


This tabic shows the tax receipts classificil under (i' taxes on income, (ii) taxis on 
property and capital transfer and (i'a) taxes on coininodil'es and services. It will be ^ecn 
that as compared with iOaO-al ihe relative contributiions of tax on income and tax on 
property and capital transfer in 1970-71 decreased from 35 per cent and 33 per cent to 
24 per cent and 18 jicr cent respcctiveh while taxes on commodities and services increased 
from 32 per cent to 53 per cent of total tax revenue. The total tax revenue has 
increased about seven fold since 19.5()-.'*1,

Gross expenditure from Revenue heads has increased from Rs.97 crorcs in 1950-51 
to Rs. 109-3 crores in 1969-70 representing a rise of about twelve times. 

This increase is <Uie to the vastly expanded scale of expenditure under Social and Eco- 
nomic and Develop. nent services under the Five Year Plans. The relative share of 
expenditure tinder these leads has risen Iroin 34 percent in 1950-51 to 46 percent 
in 1970-71.
